all through the morning Lehigh Vallev 
trains bound for New York switched 
from their own track lo a west-boun'l 
track, going over these rails from 
Bouudbrook to Newmarket, a distance 
of six miles, and changing at the latter 
place back lo their right side of the 
road. To permit ibis moth; of traffic, 
all west-bound trains were held at South 
Pluinfield until their own line was clear 
Of '''■' i- "mi' in the opposite direction; 

Train No, 20, which left Shanibkin, 
Pa., at 7 a. m., was so heavy with hu- 
man freight that it had to be broken 
into three sections. The first two sec- 
tions arrived at Boundbrook, switched 
over to the other track, switched back 
at Newmarket and reached New York 
in safety. The third section of this 
train was almost an hour late. Its 
seven ears wore crowded with -100 ex- 
cursionists, most oT them from Mount 
Carmel and Shntnokin, Mahoney City, 
Hnzelton, Ashland and Pottsvillo, Pn. 
The party were travelling under the aus- 
pices of the business men's excursion, 
an annual affair which many patronized 
for a three days' visit to New York. Not 
a few of the excursionists were coming 
to witness the McCoy-.Sharkey light. 
Their train switched over at Bound- 
brook and proceeded bice the preceding 
sections on the west-bound track, 

Meanwhile there bad been waiting at 
Newmarket 'a local train that plica regu- 
larly between New York nnd Bound- 
brook. Its number on the schedule is 
71, and' it was due ia Boundbrook at 
10:5!) a. m. Owing lo the traffic all 
going on one track, it was almost an 
hour late. At last the telegraph oper- 
ator at South Plninlield gave it permis- 
sion to go. .lust before reaching West 
Dnnellelt, Engineer Ricks slowed his 
train down, because be stops for passen- 
gers, if there are any. Martin Bren- 
nan, the signal man, threw up his arms 
and waved them us if to say there were 
no passengers, so the local put on steam 
and headed round the curve, going at 25 
miles an hour. There were only four 
passengers on this train. 

In the cab of the excursion train was 
James Prendergast, engineer, with bis 
fireman, George Cheshire. They saw 
the local as it started on the curve, but 
before they had lime to find out what 
was the matter, they were hurled head- 
long and knocked senseless. Many 
Were killed outright. The two engines, 
now pilotJess, for both crews had 
jumped, came together with an awful 
era**. The excursion train was prob- 
ably going 15 miles an hour. The local 
engine, as if tripped in its faster (light, 
turned a. complete somersault and came 
crashing down beside its demolished ob- 
struction. But ils career was not ended 
until it had jammed the tender of the 
excursion train almost from one end to 
the other on the first car from Shamo- 
kin. The tender stopped a few seats 
from the rear door. The ear— or what 
was left of it — rolled over, carrying with 
it the imbedded tender, the fragments 
of a do/.ea bodies, and the imprisoned 
wounded. It was in this first car of 
the excursion train that all the deaths 
and most of the casualties occurred. 
The other cars remained on the track. 
The baggage cur in tho fronl of the 
local train was rather smashed up, but 
with the exception of the two engines 
and the first ear of the excursion train, 
none were so badly impaired that they 
could not be hauled off. 

Fronl Dlltielleil, Boundbrook and other 
places doctors were quickly summoned. 
Relief and wrecking trains were quickly 
on hand. As the dead were pulled out 
of the demolished ear, they were put in 
the rear ears of the excursion train and 
taken to Boundbrook, where a coroner's 
inquest was held to-night. The injured 
were put in the cars of the local train. 
Twenty-one were taken to Plainlield hos- 
pital, while the less injured went on to 
Jersey City and New York. 

The superintendent of the division of 
the Lehigh Valley said: " The accident 
is evidently due to a blunder in orders." 
General Passenger Agent Lee had no 
explanation to make. On this section of 
the Lehigh Valley the block system is 
not in use. 



MR. MULOOK CASHES UP. 

Toronto, Jan. 9.— (Special)— At Os- 
goodo ball to-day the divisional court 
confirmed the settlement arrived at be- 
fore the master in ordinary with refer- 
ence to the liability of directors of the 
defunct Farmers' Loan and Savings 
Company. A feature of the settlement 
was the acceptance of ffl50,000 from 
Hon. Win. Mulock in settlement of his 
liabilities aa a director and former presi- 
dent with an additional 550,000 from 
him to be used for the relief of widows 
and orphans affected by the failure of 
tho company; nlso the acceptance of 
$10,500 in settlement of liabilities of 
various other directors.

Co.. of New 
York, fur the payment of $125,000 a 
year for 20 years, for the transmission 
of official messages from San Francisco 
to Hoik. lulu, the. line to be laid by De- 
cember 31, 1900.

London, Jan. 9.— At a crowded moot- 
ing of the anti-sugar bounty league bold 
in London this evening, a resolution was 
unanimously adopted demanding that, 
the British government should imme- 
diately include a convention with Ger- 
many.' Austria, Holland and Belgium to 
abolish bounties and to guarantee pro- 
ducers security in the open British mar- 
kets against state aided competition. 

Lieut.-Geh. John Wnnburue Laurie; 
Conservative member for Pembroke, who 
represented Canada at the meeting, 
strongly advocated countervailing duties. 
He pointed out that Canada was also 
suffering from bounties given on French 
fish. 



MONEY ORDER RECIPROCITY. 

Reduction in Rates nnd Same Charge 
for United States as for Canadian 
Points. 

Washington, Jan. 9.— Supt. Metcalfe- 
of the money order bureau of the post 
office department returned to-day from. 
Ottawa where he made arrangements 
with the Canadian government for the 
mutual reduction of money order rates. 

"Under the arrangement," said Mr. 
Metcalfe, "this government will issue 
orders payable at any point in Canada at 
the same rate as required for orders 
payable within this country and vice- 
versa. This makes the domestic rates of 
each apply reciprocally for these inter- 
national orders. This arrangement con- 
templates the transaction of money ol- 
der business between Canada and all 
our territorial acquisitions on the same 
domestic basis as is to apply to the 
United States proper. 

"The arrangement also provides reci- 
procity for raising the maximum amount 
of orders from 550 to $500. The latter 
will take effect very shortly. Other mat- 
ters will require some correspondence be- 
fore going into operation which will prob- 
ably he by April 1st."

Alleged Solemn Compact for Inde- 
pendence Made Before Span- 
ish Capitulation. 



By Associated Press. 

Manila, Jan. 9.— The situation in rap- 
idly approaching a climax and it is just 
possible that to-morrow will see a peace 
ful solution. The natives, it is reported, 
have been ordered not to work for the 
Americans and the employees of the 
commissary department have gone on 
strike. Many natives are leaving the 
city. Major General Otis, however, has 
the whole situation thoroughly in hand 
A second proclamation by AgwnaKlo 
bearing the same date as the one which 
immediately followed the proclamation of 
Major General Otis, based upon Presi- 
dent McKinley's instructions, appeared 
on the streets to-dny but it is alleged to 
have been recalled. Its terms nro much' 
more vehement than those used in the 
first proclamation . Aguinaldo threatens 
to drive (he Americans from the islands, 
calls the Deity to witness that their 
blood would be on their own heads ii" it 
is shed, 'and details nt greater length the 
promises he claims were made by the 
Americans as to the port of the insurg- 
ents in the campaign. It. is believed that 
this second proclamation is the original 
draft, which was adopted by the Fili- 
pinos congress at Males. 

Aguinaldo in the first, manifesto de- 
clared that ho had never agreed at Sin- 
gapore, Hongkong or elsewhere, to rec- 
ognize the sovereignty of the Americans 
liero. and insisted that he returned to 
the Philippines on an American warship 
solely to conquer the Spaniards and win 
independence. lie asserts that both his 
proclamations of May 24 and June 12 
stated this fact officially, and he claims 
that Major General Merritt confirmed 
this by a proclamation days before the 
Spaniards capitulated, stating clearly 
and definitely that the American forces 
came to overthrow the Spanish govern- 
ment and liberate the Filipinos. 

In conclusion, Aguinaldo declared that 
he had natives and foreigners as wit- 
nesses that the American forces recog- 
nized not only by acts that the Filipinos 
were belligerents, but by publicly salut- 
ing the Filipino flag "as it triumphantly 
sailed through the seas before the eyes of 
all nations." Aguinaldo then solemnly 
protested, in the name of the Deity who 
empowered him to direct his brethren in 
the difficult task of regeneration, against 
the intrusion of the American govern- 
ment and reiterated that he could pro- 
duce proof that ho was brought, here on 
the understanding that the Americans 
■promised him their co-operation to at- 
tain independence. 

The revolutionary leader then called 
upon all his followers to work together 
with force, assured them he was con- 
vinced that they would obtain absolute 
independence, and urged them never to 
return "from the glorious road" on which 
they had "already so far advanced." 

Major General Otis attaches no im- 
portance to the manifesto. He says he 
feels confident that the opinion of the 
better classes of the Filipinos is not ex- 
pressed in it, but as to whether the Fili- 
pino masses can bo controlled and the 
Filipino army kept in check he does not 
know, although he hopes for a pacific 
'Hitcome of the trouble.

SHALL VICTORIA PROGRESS. ' 

Sir: r -The moral question which has 
occupied the attention of the public to 
l ie exclusion of all others, has prevented 
the real and important, questions at issue 
being considered. What Victoria needs 
above all else is that a mayor and alder- 
manic board be returned to transact the 
business of Victoria on intelligent and 
reasonably economical lines. I Bay reas- 
onably economical lines, because ther 
a parsimonious economy which is the 
greatest kind of extrnvngnnco. There is 
a crying need of modern pavement for 
our business streets. So far as our resi- 
dence streets are concerned thev are in 
better condition than those of any city 
on the coast. A roadway across .Tames 
Hay as wide as Government street is 
essential in connection with the filling 
111 of James Ray flats. Completion of 
the waterworks, better railway connec- 
tion, extension of sewerage, harbor im- 
provement, greater municipal control 
and other matters requiring thoughtful 
and judicious handling by competent 
men are sure to be considered this year. 
Mayor Red fern has his faults, us who 
has not? At the same time, lie is n 
successful business man, having consid- 
erable property interests. The Bnnnces 
of the city under his direction have 
shown up better at the close of the year 
than has been the case for many years 
past. Street paving has been inaugurat- 
ed during the past year, and. having «ot 
the right grasp of the subject, it would 
be unwise to change from the present 
mayor to an untried man. One of the 
changes advocated by Mr. Morris in the 
municipal system was Ibat providing 
for continuity of office. He believed that 
a mayor should have first served an ap- 
prenticeship for several terms as alder- 
man, so that he should have a thorough 
knowledge of affairs and the confidence 
of the people. Yet Mr. Morris nsks now 
that the citizens of Victoria place him in 
the mayor's chair without hn vine served 
Victoria in any capacity. What guaran- 
tee have we that be is possessed of the 
requisite qualification of ability, discre- 
tion and fairness to be placed at 
the head of Victoria's n [fairs at this 
critical time? Mr. Morris should take 
his own prescription for a year at least 
before seeking the mayor's chair, and 
then the citizens of Victoria will linvc 
some basis for their opinion as 10 hi: 
fitness. They should not nl'rtw this hys 
terical moral movement that bus heei 
thrust forward to blind their eyes to tin 
fact that we need tried and good men b 
manage the city's affairs. Although 111 
attempt has been made to brand Victoria 
us a city of wickedness above Unit 
all others, criminal statistics show tlui 
it occupies a very high st.mdnrl of mol- 
ality in comparison with other cities of 
similar population and circumstances, 
The material interests of the city de- 
mand that the best of attention be given 
them. If we are to hoi 1 our position as 
the chief commercial city of the prov- 
ince we must ho up and doing and pro- 
vide the necessary tacilltL'S for holding 
what we have and adding to our trade. 
"We certainly will not succeed by decrying 
ourselves, and giving that time to vain 
efforts in an endeavor to attain impos- 
sible ideals which should be devoted to the 
substantial affairs of the city. The city 
will benefit materially by having a tried 
man at the head of its affairs, and will 
not suffer morally if Mr. Morris is not 
>elccted,

To the credit or other- 
wise of the government supporters, it 
must be said that they accepted the 
change in the government's views with 
an indifferci.ee that was astounding. 

The action of the government in post- 
poning the consideration of the address 
in order to take up the bill relating to the 
<eats for East LUlooet and North Yale 
is, we are satisfied, entirely without pre- 
cedent. Todd in his work on "Parlia- 
mentary Government in England" lays 
down the rule of practice to be as fol- 
lows: "One of the first acts in both 
houses at the commencement of the ses- 
sion is lo pass an address of thanks in 
answer to the speech from the throne," 
aud that "pending the agreement of the 
house to this address questions may be 
put to ministers, and ordinary addresses 
passed for the production of papers." 
.Mr. Bourinot in his work on "Parlia- 
mentary Procedure in Canada," says 
that the practice is to Introduce a bill at 
the opening of the session "pro forma." 
This is done in pursuance of a rule 
adopted by the British parliament, as far 
back as 1003, when a rule was made to 
the following effect: "That the first day 
.if every sitting in every parliament one 
liill and no more receiveth a first reading 
fur form's sake." Mr. Bourinot then 
goes on to say: 

When the speech has been ordered to 
be taken into consideration on a future 
day, it is i he practice to move formal 
resolutions providing for the appointment 
of the select standing committes of the 
house and to lay before the house the 
report of the librarian or other papers. 
It. is riot deemed courteous to the crown 
in the Canadian house to discuss any 
matter of public policy before consider- 
ing the speech. 

There have been cases where during a 
prolonged debate on the address, public 
measures have been taken up and dis- 
cussed on the motion for leave to intro- 
duce them, hut we defy a member of the 
present legislature to point to a single in- 
stance, where a lull has been passed 
through committee or even read a second 
lime pending the adoption of the ad- 
dress. 

The intention of the government is 
very clear. It is to get the bill relat- 
ing to East LUlooet and North Yale 
passed before Thursday. In order, there- 
fore, to get all the time between now 
and Thursday for that purpose, it is pro- 
posed to postpone the consideration of 
the address for n week. Let it be sup- 
posed, for the purpose of argument, 
(bat the government succeeds in gelling 
the bill through all its stages before 
Thursday, and sends ii up to the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor for approval. If this is 
done, a thing wholly without precedent 
in the annals of British legislation will 
occur, namely that the' Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, us the representative of the crown, 
will be asked to come down to the bouse 
and assent, to a bill before the house 
lias sent him a reply to the speech, with 



where a resume of some of the principal 
features of this subject and commend it 
to the perusal of every voter. It is right 
that the Colonist, should express its be- 
lief that Mr. Itedfcru and his associates 
have made a good record during the year 
in many respects.

There is no other question before the 
legislature and people of British Colum- 
bia that can for a moment compare in 
importance with the attempt of the 
government to interfere with the opera- 
tions of the courts, in order lo seat 
Messrs. Prentice and Deane in the legis- 
lature. The ease of Mr. Deane is bad 
enough. If it was an outrage to take 
advantage of an adjournment of the 
ease, made in Mr. Deane's interest, to 
attempt to legislate him into the bouse. 
The petitioner in I his case was ready 
to go on when the ease was culled on 
the day previous to the opening of the 
session. If Mr. Deane bad been ready, 
the matter would have then and there 
been disposed of. 

Does any living man believe that, if

The general idea of the organiz- 
ation may be said to be to place within 
the reach of those, who for one reason 
or another are unable to take a univer- 
sity course, the best results reached by 
students in all the great departments of 
human interest that can be profitably 
dealt with by a regular course of read- 
ing. This necessarily restricts the field 
a little. It excludes from it such matters 
as chemistry, medicine, or the law. No 
attempt is made to give degrees. The idea 
is to impart instruction in those sub- 
jects concerning -which every person in 
any walk in life ought to be informed. 

Believing that: the University Associa- 
tion is calculated to do a vast, amount of 
good, we heartily commend it to the 
consideration of. the people of Victoria. 
It is not. necessary only a matter for 
(lie consideration of the young. f° r 
it persons advanced in years, who have 
had the advantage of university training, 
can bring their rending up to date, a very 
desirable thing in itself. We recommend 
Colonist readers to look into the matter.

DEBATE ON ADDRESS. 

PREMIER SEMLIN, after warmly 
congratulating the mover and seconder 
of the reply upon their oratorical ability, 
maintained that they had so fully debat- 
ed the salient features of the address as 
to leave little necessary to be said. The 
government might indeed let the motion 
go to the vole now, but certain remarks 
had been made by Col. Baker, as the 
acting leader of the opposition, that re- 
quired consideration. It certainly ap- 
peared to him, us it had to the press, 
that that, honorable gentleman had not 
been serious in bis criticism, nor had lie 
intended to be so taken. It. had seemed 
that he could find no material for objec- 
tion to the speech, but considered him- 
self bound to say something. He had 
therefore talked for some time and had 
said little more than that the present 
government were usurpers and despots- 
Col. Raker— Hear, hear. 

Premier Somlin continued that differ- 
ent people had different views as to the 
definitions of usurpation and despotism. 
It was not so very long ago since Col. 
Baker himself bad pronounced a "good 
despotism " the best government in the 
world. This being his opinion still, lie 
probably looked upon the present, gov- 
ernment as " the best government in the 
world." The administration of which 
he was the head was not usurping the 
functions of government, however. Be- 
fore the Cnssiar elections, the party now 
in power had a majority of about ".,000 
votes, and averaging the total vote of 
the province— some -150 votes to the con- 
stituency— the government were entitled 
to a majority of six seats. This it so 
happened was what hud been shown by 
the first division, and it was therefore 
evident that His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor had been quite correct in Ins 
estimate as to who enjoyed the confi- 
dence of the people. And if an appeal 
were taken to the electorate at. the pres- 
ent time, the Lieutenant-Governor's ac- 
tion and the present government would 
be sustained. One other thing the tem- 
porary leader of the opposition had said 
—that the present government were 
turning out good otllcials to make places 
for their party favorites. This he de- 
nied. When any new government came 
into power certain changes were to be 
expected. Indeed, when the last govern- 
ment came into power one of its first 
nets was to dismiss the then superin- 
tendent of education. Mr. C. 0. McRen- 
zie, a gentleman eminently qualified lor 
the duties of the position. 

Mr. Turner— I beg to deny that we did 
that. , . . 

Premier Semlin, in explanation, said 
that, this was when the Walkem admin- 
istration was succeeded by the Smithc 
administration some 15 years ago, the 
present opposition being natural success- 
ors of the Smithc government. This 
same government of 15 years ago had 
also dismissed superintendent of Police 
Todd in order to succeed him by a favor- 
ite. The present government had there- 
fore a precedent, in its dismissals of civil 
servants. He denied, however, that, any 
had been retired save those who bail 
been deemed unnecessary or unsatisfac- 
tory. He repudiated also the insinua- 
tion that Mr. Henderson's appearance as 
a government supporter was attributable 
to the fact, of government assistance 
being promised for fire-stricken New 
Westminster. An a matter of fact, the 
member for Westminster City had been 
especially careful in the campaign not 
to ally himself with the late government, 
and had distinctly said- that he would 
not support the Turner party. With re- 
gard to the relief of Westminster, he 
might say that the member for the 
Royal City knew nothing whatever of 
i he' matter until he had heard it re- 
ferred to in the reading of His Honor's 
speech. As to the land policy of the 
government, there had been no interfer- 
ence with the consummation of sales to 
actual settlers, but only with sales of 
land in blocks for speculative purposes. 
Then with reference to the abolition of 
miners' license requirements for wage 
workers in metalliferous mines, the act- 
ing opposition leader had said this action 
had been contemplated by his party and 
appropriated by the government. Then 
doubtless the opposition, to be consist- 
ent, would heartily support it. As a 
fact the late government had promised 
this reform and the abolition of the 
mortgage tax, but had not. performed; 
the present government had also prom- 
ised, and was endeavoring to redeem its 
promises. The hind policy of the gov- 
ernment had been deemed an electioneer- 
ing dodge to strengthen the government's 
position should they soon come before 
the people. From this it was apparent 
that, even the opposition were ready to 
admit that it was what the people want- 
ed. 

THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL mov- 
ed the adjournment of the debate until 
the next sitting of the house. 

MR. McPHILLH'S entered nil em- 
phatic protest to this action, no cause 
having been shown and the suggested ac- 
tion being contrary to all practice and 
procedure. If the house business could 
not he stayed for a day out of respect 
to the memory of a member and a valued 
citizen and in sympathy with the surviv- 
ing members of his family— if the cus- 
tom of years could Jiot be followed in 
the adjournment from the opening 
Thursday until the following Monday— 
whv then with the absence of urgent 
business on the order paper, wns it now 
desirable not to go ahead with the de- 
bating of the reply to the speech? ( 

On the conclusion of Mr. McPlnllips

MB. HELGESBN moved the previous 
question, this motiou being, however, 
declared out of order by Mr. Speaker. 

Mli. BOOTH entered bis protest 
against the proposed adjournment as 
contrary to precedent and public policy. 
He cited the refusal of the government 
at the opening day to au adjournment 
until the Monday an in strong contrast 
with Uie present proposal. He heJd that 
the Attorney-General at least owed it to 
the bouse to explain his reason for this 
unparalleled action. 

MR. BRYDEN followed with an equ- 
ally emphatic protest, If the govern- 
ment were unprepared with public busi- 
ness let this he plainly stated and he 
would not oppose an adjournment of the 
house until Monday. Otherwise let the 
business of the country proceed. 

MB. EBI3BTS vigorously objected to 
the proposed adjournment, the purpose of 
which was to him plainly evident. Tho 
policy of the government was usually to 
be found outlined in the speech from th 
throne. The policy of this government 
was contained in one bill — to make .1. 1>. 
Prentice a member of the legislature. 
It was to advance this measure, having 
for its purpose interference with the 
work of the courts, that the; bouse was 
now asked to delay consideration of His 
Honor's speech. 

MB. McBRIDE followed on similar 
lines, referring to the fact that all mem 
liers of the government force had ap 
pareutly come under the political hypno 
tism of the Attorney-General, or they 
could not sit silent while so injudicious a 
proposal was presented to the house. 

MB. POOLEY held that the motion 
proposed to depart from the practice of 
years, making very important work of 
the session subservient to a most 
i(]iiitous bill. It was not showing pro- 
per respect to the dignity of the house. 

MB. HELMCKEN added his vehem- 
ent protest to the public business being 
delayed in order that a bill to interfere 
With the prerogatives of the courts 
might be rushed through the house. 

MB. OL1FKOUD maintained that the 
only interpolation to be put upon the 
present business before the house was 
that the Attorney-General had made up 
his mind to put through his hill in behalf 
of Mr. Prentice and Mi-. Deane before 
Thursday next, in order that the opera- 
tion of the courts of law and justice 
might not materially reduce the strength 
of the government. If the government 
could not stop the processes of the courts 
it was very likely that Mr. Prentice 
would not lie permitted to take his scat, 
and that Mr. Geo. B. Martin would lie 
placed in the chair it was proposed to 
give to Mr. Deane and which that gen- 
tleman was now occupying. The only 
object which he could see in the Attor- 
ney-General's course appeared to be 

Attorney-General Martin— The object 
is to allow Lillooet to be represented 
in the house before the adoption of the 
speech from the throne. 

Mr. Clifford, acknowledging the Inter- 
pretation, observed that the present was 
his lirst appearance as a speaker in the 
legislature. Not only in the legislature 
—he was practically a tyro in addressing 
any audience, and he had hoped to have 
tirst addressed the house oa some more 
worthy topic. He had, although not a 
practised speaker, arrived at years of 
discretion, and, he hoped, possessed his 
share of common sense; and his expecta- 
tion had been thut the maiden speech of 
any member would be received with 
courtesy at least, unrelieved by interrup- 
tions contemplated to embarrass or con- 
fuse. A courteous hearing of the maiden 
speech had been the practice in British 
Columbia— perhaps the rule was reversed 
in Manitoba. (Applause). 

Proceeding, Mr. Clifford gave his at- 
tention to the cause for which the Attor- 
ney-General proposed to adjourn the dis- 
cussion of the address in reply. 

Mr. Higgius, to a point of order, main- 
tained that the speaker was going bo- 
yond the question. 

Mr. Clifford— What's the mutter now? 
I Laughter). 

Mr. Biggins explained, and Mr. Clif- 
ford resumed. In a moment the junior 
member for Escpiinialt rose to reiterate 
bis point, of order. 

Mr. Clifford (good-naturedly)— Area t 
vou going to sit down and let me talk? 
This is my speech. (Renewed laughter 
and applause). 

"With all this noise I shall be getting 
nervous," put in Mr. Clifford, who then 
concluded by entering an emphatic pro- 
test against the week's adjournment. 

MB. PRICE ELLISON thought that 
if any good reason had been advanced 
by the Attorney-General in support of 
his motion, it might have had support 
from his side of the bouse. He should 
also preferred his first address to have 
been on something less of a. technicality: 
this was a matter for the lawyer rather 
than the farmer. He could not, how 
every, give his vote ill silence on th 
present proposal. 

MB. SMITH (Lillooet) wanted t 
know what period <>f adjournment wn 
sought. 

Mr. Speaker explained that the orig- 
inal motion had been to adjourn the de- 
bate until the next sitting of the house. 
When the written mot ion had liecn 
handed up, however, it had been amend 
ed to one week, such amendment being 
quite permissible. 

Mr. Smith, continuing, held that the 
matter had certainly been misunderstood 
by all. He spoke at some length in op- 
position to the adjournment sought. 

COL. BAKEIl strongly deprecated 
the brazen conduct of the government, 
who are so anxious to advance their bill 
of iniquity that they must stand aside 
for it the speech front the throne. The 
government, which had come into exist- 
ence by an act of despotism, was cer- 
tainly proving its intention to maintain 
Its existence; by despotism. He was not* 
surprised to see the members of the gov- 
ernment support ashamed to say aught 
in behalf of the bill or iniquity or the 
present motion. For tin? loyaJ opposi- 
tion, he could say that they would light 
this measure to the bitter end and put 
on record before the people of the prov- 



ince the fact that they have the rights 
of the people and of- tho courts at 
heart. 

MB. TURNER referred to the exceed- 
ing haste of the government last Thurs- 
day, when they had refused to accede 
to the customary adjournment until 
Monday, as requested by the opposition, 
and which was in strong contrast with 
the present motion. Now there was.no 
hurry. They were quite willing to defer 
the general business of the country in 
order to push through their bill to make 
legislators by machinery— a piece of 
legislation that would cause the linger 
of scorn to be pointed towards British 
Columbia from all parts of the world, a 
piece of legislation to filch from the 
voters of British Columbia their right to 
elect their representatives in parliament. 
The adjournment now asked for was for 
a most improper purpose— to take away 
the rights of the people. Certainly if 
ail adjournment was necessary to per- 
mit the government to get its business 
in form for presentation to the house, it 
should not be for so long a time as a 
week, and he therefore moved in amend- 
ment that the adjournment be until the 
next sitting of the house. 

MB. McPHILLIPS. on the amend- 
ment, again voiced his protest, until 
called to order as passing beyond the 
limits of bis subject.

Mr. Kellit — Let Hie surplus gas How. 
Mr. McBridc, Mr. Poolcy, Mr. Booth, 
Mr. Helmcken and Cu.pt. Irving again 
took the lloor in turn in antagonism to 
the proposal of the Attorney-General. 
Capt. Irving was most desirous of see- 
ing the business of the country ad- 
vanced at onci'. 

The Attorney-General— Do you think 
you are advancing it now? 

Capt. Irving— Yes, 1 do; that's what 
I'm talking for. 
The Attorney-General— Obstruction. 
Capt. Irving— I rather think you are 
obstructing when you ask us to post- 
pone consideration of the speech for a 
week. We want, to go ahead with the 
business, (Applause). 

MB. CLIFFORD had been, he said, 
so pleased with the reception of his 
maiden speech that, he must again ex- 
press bis opinion in no uncertain tone- 
Representing a constituency the largest 
in nren of any in the province, he re- 
gretted not to see something in the out- 
line of the government's policy refer- 
ring to railway and road promotion, and 
was determined to express this regret 
even if in ins unfamiliarity with parlia- 
mentary practice he committed mistakes 
and hnd his friend from Esquimalt 
jump down his throat. lie could ac- 
cept such aelaon from ins old friend 
from Esquimau, but refused to swallow 
the Attorney-General when he endeav- 
ored to perform the trick. (Laughter 
ind applause*. 

MB. BRYDEN was quite willing to 
fight, this issue to the end. delaying it at 
every stage in the house, in order that 
law and justice might prevail in the 
courts. He was willing to do his part 
in all processes tending to delay this 
iniquitous elections petition bill, perpe- 
trating an outrage more glaring than in- 
justices for which our forefathers fought 
and bled. Revolutions had been preci- 
pitated by less than this. The Attor- 
ney-General was insincere, and if this 
special bill for which it was proposed to 
delay the general business of the coun- 
try, was to bo taken as a sample of the 
new government's policy and legislation, 
the sooner they appealed to the country 
the better for the people. 

Col. Baker next took the lloor and 
vigorously opposed the delay in consider- 
ing the speech from the throne. He was 
wanning well into his subject when 

The Attorney-General held that he 
was not obeying the ruling of the 
Chair. 

"If you don't,"' Bald Hon. Mr. Martin, 
" we know what, course to pursue." 

This brought Mr. Eberts to his feet. 
He wanted to know from Mr. Speaker 
if the members of the opposition were 
thus to be threatened . across the lloor 
of the house. 

Mr. Speaker gave the assurance that 
the rights of tlie minority would he fully 
protected, and the vote being then called, 
the amendment was rejected and the 
original mot ion prevailed on the follow- 
ing division:

Against— Messrs. Poolev, Booth, Duns- 
mtilr, Robertson, Ellison, Clifford, .Mc- 
Bridc, Baker. Turner, Eberts, A. \V. 
Smith. Brydcn, Helmcken, McPhillips 
and Irving— 15, the seats of Messrs. 
Ncilson (deceased), and Hall mi the op- 
position side, and Prentice (government) 
not having been occupied this session. 

ELECTION PETITIONS BILL. 
On motion of the Attorney-General, 
the house went into committee on Bill 
Nn. ). respecting the trial of election 
petitions, Mr. Higgins in the chair. In 
committee Mr. Turner challenged the 
right or Mr. Deane (North Yale) to vote, 
as a. person pecuniarily interested. The 
chairman ruled against, the point raised, 
and appeal being taken to the speaker, 
the verdict of the committee chairman 
was sustained. Mi-, Deane's interest 
said the speaker, was a. public, not a 
business one, anil this being a question 
of general policy he had a right to vote 
upon it. 

It. being (i o'clock, the committee rose, 
and the speaker left the chair. 

After Recess. 



Hip house returned to committee on 
the Elections petitions hill, Mr. Biggins 
presiding. 

On the first section being read, with 
the question "shall this section pass?" 

Mr, Turner rose to object. The elcc- 
tbe petition's dealt: with, ho said, could 
have been disposed of weeks ago but for 
the efforts of the government party of 
to-day to prevent the issue coming to 
trial. It was well known to Mr. Pren- 
tice, to (ho Attorney-Genera', and to 
nil the members of the conglomerate so- 
called government, that lie was not 
qualified to sit in the house. This would 
have been established long ago had not 
the government of the day delayed the 
trial of the issue to save the supporters 
they so much needed, in order that they 
might bring in this bill to take away 
the ballot rightH of the people and ap- 
point to the house a gentleman disquali- 
fied by law from serving ns a member. 
As showing how- the country feels re- 
garding this bill, Mr. Turner related 
how on coming westward ho had got in- 
to conversation witii a well informed 
Australian gentleman who showed him a 
newspaper reference try this ineasureinnd 
nuked hitp jf Jio.,httt| /etui '.it,:; Ui hud 
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at first thought it was a newspaper jest— 
a satire. It did not seem possible that 
so monstrous a tiling could be seriously 
presented in Britisu Columbia's legis- 
lature. It was, as the Australian visi- 
tor had snid, "a bill to make legisla- 
tors by machinery.'' It was a bill tiiat 
was felt to be a disgrace to th,: prov- 
ince by the people of nil sections of the 
province. Here in Victoria the opinion 
of one gentleman who had Jong been 
au opponent of the present opposition, 
was a sample of Hie opinion of nil— that 
it was ".i damnable bill." For such no- 
tion as the present there was no pre- 
cedent in the history of I'.Kthh consti- 
tutional government. Legislatures be- 
fore had held for tlieinselviM the right of 
trying election appeals and had appointed 
commissions to deal with tlmm. Then 
the poww was delegated to the courts, 
and now the government proposed to 
take it back—not to try the petition, 
but to do away with the trial, which is 
the essence of justice, and manufacture 
legislators by force, in defiance of the 
British constitution and all precedent. 

Mr. Eberts also challenged the 
Attorney-General or any of his col- 
leagues to produce a single precedent for 
this bill in any part of the British Em- 
pire. He would not object so strenu- 
ously, indeed, if the bill proposed merely 
to restore to the legislature the right of 
trial. Here there was no right suggest- 
ed. There was just the flimsy pretext 
that Lillooet should not he disfranchised. 
Disfranchised for two days, for the 
court could dispose of the matter in a 
few moments, and Mr. Prentice— if h 
were sustained— take his place in th 
afternoon! He knew- tho court would 
decide against him, and this measure to 
disfranchise the people of Lillooet was 
an example of brazen effrontery. It. 

was a rotten bill 

The Chairman remarked that ui com 
inittec the principle oft the bill could not 
lie discussed. The member for South 
Victoria must keep to the section before 
tho committee. . 

Mr. Eberts— Well, then, it's a rank, 
rotten section! He was satisfied that the 
members of the government side well 
realized in their hearts that this was a 
dishonest measure, yet they were deter- 
mined to force it through by weight Of 

numbers. 

Col. Baker next opposed the section 
and taunted the members opposite with 
inability to defend or satisfactorily ex- 
plain tins section of the bill. 

The Attorney-General to this replied 
that be would give- any explanation asked 
for. There was nothing to explain, 
however, so far as he could see. The 
policy of the opposition was simply to 
obstruct business, if possible, until 
Thursday, in the hope that the court 
would decide against Mr. Prentice, lint 
would that dispose of the matter'.' Not 
at all. Mr. Prentice would not be satis- 
tied with the verdict of tin; judge of lirst 
instance, and bad the right to appeal to 
the Full court, which does not meet un- 
til April. The opposition had assumed 
that Mr. Prentice would be disqualified 
by the court. This ho did not believe 
would be the case, but that Mr. Prentice 
would l>e found properly elected to repre- 
sent Last Lillooet. 

Col. Baker maintained, in conclusion 
that whatever the verdict of the court 
might be, it would be of great assistance 
to the members of the house in weighing 
the value of t lie case. 

Mr. McPhillips quoted the case of 
Forsythe and others op similar charac- 
ter in proof of his contention that if Mr. 
Prentice had legal advice that he was 
entitled to his scat, his course would be 
to lake bis seat in the bouse, conscious 
that in the event of his advice being 
proved unsound, no penalties would be 
visited upon him. He would, for one. 
vote to indemnify him against any pen- 
alties fur sitting if disqualified. To 
place a man in the scat for which he 
knew himself to be disqualified was 
something the house should use every 
clTort to prevent. The law declared 
who was and who was not quoJified, nn/1 
the house could only conclude that Mr. 
Prentice nnd the government knew he 
was not qualified, although personally a 
worthy man and capable of well repre- 
senting his constituency. 

Mr. Brydcn did not seen why the elec- 
tion petitions should not have been dis- 
posed of long ago, nnd held that a seri- 
ous precedent had been created in the 
government keeping the witness Soues 
away from the court at which be had 
been summoned as a witness. He was 
as much detained at home through the 
action of the Attorney-General as if hr 
had been confined under lock and key, 
and if in one case, the same practice 
might prevail in, another — even where 
the life or liberty of tin.' subject was 
the issue at stake. 

Mr. McBridc resented the section be- 
fore tin? committee as nn interference 
with the machinery of the courts, which 
heretofore had been uncontaminated by 
political iulhieneo or color. The people 
of the country would certainly think 
something was seriously amiss with the 
courts if tho legislature in its tirst ltd 
of the session aimed to suspend the 
operation of the functions of the Su- 
premo court of the province. He would 
like to hear from the honorable 
member for Westminster city on this 
subject particularly, as he had been in 
that honorable! gentleman's constituent 
lately and had heard the comment of the 
residents of the Royal City on tins hill, 
from which bo felt assured that the very 
men who sent to the bouse the member 
for Westminster city would censure him 
strongly if bo gave his vote to this 
measure. 

The Chairman— I must call the honor- 
able member to order. This is not a de- 
buting club. He must confine himself 
to section 1 nnd not attempt to make 
a stump speech. 

Mr. Pooley resented such discourteous 
language being employed toward any 
honorable member. The Chairman was 
certainly forgetting himself when he em- 
ployed it. 

Mr. McBride was followed by Mr. A. 
W. Smith, who held that the people of 
British Columbia would feel that, they 
were not getting justice if this section 
became law. He did not think Mr, 
Prentice would euro to become a mem- 
ber by such legislation and he hoped to 
see the section materially amended be 
fore the rising of the committee. 

Captain Irving had remarked with 
surprise during tin; progress of the tie 
bate the frequent direction of the Chair 
man to members that they confine tbeui 



of the statement of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral that unless this bill passed the dis- 
tricts of East Lillooet and North Yale 
would be disfranchised. The case would 
in the natural course of events be dis- 
posed of on Thursday, and what the 
Attorney-General really feared was that 
Mr. Stoddurt, not Mr. Prentice, would 
be returned to the seat. If this bill 
passed, why would the government not 
see lit to elect their stock candidate, Mr. 
C. B. Sword, to sit for North Bast 
Kootenay in the place of the late Mr. 
Ncilson; Mr; Sword was now retained 
by the government at a salary of $125 
per month to contest elections as from 
time to time required, and it would be 
just as legitimate for the house to ap- 
point Mr. Sword or any other gentle- 
man for North East Kootenay as to 
place Mr. Prentice in the seat for Lil- 
looet. This bill would no doubt be car- 
ried, but the opposition would be found 
u unit in voting against this bill and in 
favor of the liberties of Jhe constitution. 

Premier Scmlin at some length main- 
tained that there was no parallel be- 
tween the cases of North Yale and Bast 
Lillooet nnd that of North Bast Koot- 
enay, which had just been deprived of 
its representative through the death of 
Mr. Ncilson. He argued, too, that both 
Mr. Deane and Mr. Prentice had been 
chosen by majorities of their constituents 
and it was not attempted to scut them 
in the house by usurpation of authority 
e>r despotism. 

Col. Baker suggested that it might be 
well for one of the pages to call in the 
Attorney-General. The Premier nnd 
his followers appeared to be forgetting 
their orders and actually daring to siteak. 

Mr. Booth thought tin; precedent more 
dangerous than tin- result aimed at in 
this particular case, as the passage of 
this clause would open the door to the 
grossest kind of corruption in the future. 
It" the member for East Lillooet had 
been lawfully elected, as the Premier 
said, why did he not take his seat, as 
bad the member for North Yale. (Hear, 
hear). If lie was entitled to the seat 
be would be welcomed, as had the mem- 
ber for North. Yale. 

Mr. Helmcken dealt with the duality 
in character of this hill, strongly oppos- 
ing the adoption of this section. He 
moved in amendment to make the sec- 
tion inapplicable to any pending peti- 
tion. 

Tho Chair here ordered a recess of 15 
minutes to consider whether or not the 
amendment was in order. 

The Chairman ruled the debate in or- 
der, and the debate then proceeded upon 
this new text. 

At midnight Mr. Helgesen, of the 
government ranks, took the lloor to de- 
fend the motive of the bill and refer to 
flic opposition tactics as ungentlomunly,- 
unfair ami uncalled for- He was called 
to order for unparliamentary luuguilgi 
and sat down. 

-Mr. Eberts and Mr. McPhillips next 
took up tin' subject of the amendment 
dealing with the legal aspect of tin 
case, and maintaining that if it were 
desirable to make a general rule that no 
election petitions should bo tried during 
the progress of the session, it certainly 
was not right to make a special ease for 
the benefit of an individual. Mr. Mc 
Phillips presented the point strongly that 
the gist of the bill before the house was 
to remove Mr. Prentice's disqualification 
and permit, him to tnke his seat. The 
case, too, was at present sub judice, and 
therefore, not properly a subject of legis 
lativc debate or action. 

Mr. McBride, Mr. Booth, Mr. Clifford 
and Col. Baker continued the battle, th 
member for Bast Kootenay being tin 
speaker when the hands of the clod- 
showed twelve hours to have been coin 
pleted in the light with time. 

The debate is still pending with 
abated' interest ns the Colonist goe» 
pre>ss, the declared intention of Mr. Tur- 
ner and his followers being to continue 
the discussion until Thursday if neces- 
sary to enable tho determination of the 
Lillooet petition to be made in the 
courts rather than by the act of parlia- 
ment.

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goseu got over the traces at midnight, 
assisted tho opposition iu killing time, 
and retired in disgust. The steady 
stream of Mr. McPhillips' eloquence was 
the tower of strength for the lighting 
brigade; it mattered not to him who tar- 
ried with him, sleeping or waking— he 
was just as vigorous, as earnest and 
keenly arguineutivc in all his hours 
debating.

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.Baptist Missionary Predicts a Fam- 
ine in China Affecting Ten 
Million People. 

; 

The Rush-Enterprise Incident at 
San Francisco-Waterfront 
Happenings. 

After u very pleasant voyage, the 
Northern Pacific steamship Tucoma, 
dipt Smith, arrived yesterday morning 
from the Orient, and berthed at the 
outer wharf at 1 o'clock. She left 
Yokohama just four days later than the 
sailing of the Victoria, of the same line, 
which left here on her outward passage 
on Sunday evening. On this account 
she brought few passengers, there being 
in all four in the second saloon, five 
Chinese, of whom three were for Vic- 
toria, and .'5(1 Japanese, all excepting 10 
being for this city. The Europeans 
were T. J. League and his family, who 
have been in the Baptist missionary 
work in the province of Shan Tung, 
China, and are returning to their old 
home in South Carolina. Mr. League 
lias been living ror some time right on 
the borderland of the vast districts 
Hooded by the Yellow river last July, 
lie says the distress and hardships of 
that Hood have not yet been felt as they 
will be. He gives as a most conserva- 
tive estimate of the people distressed by 
the great overflow of water as 10,000,000 
and he says tin.' people cannot avoid 
starvation if relief does not soon come 
to their aid. There are three provinces 
affected by the Hood, namely, Chili, 
Kiang Su and Shan Tung, and over a 
large area of these districts there is still 
a great deal of water laying. The na- 
tives appear at present to be half starv- 
ing, and the produce of all the surround- 
ing valleys is being bought by speculat- 
ors in the hope that during the coming 
season enormous prices will be realized. 
Mr. League says one cannot conceive of 
a worse state of affairs than the famine 
country presents, and what makes it the 
more grave, there is no grain of any 
kind available for cropping purposes. 
He states that many missionaries are al- 
ready appealing to outside sources for 
succor. It -would be useless to try and 
arouse the sympathy of neighboring 
provinces; Chinamen do not take deep 
concern in one another's interests. After 
a long residence among them, he de- 
scribes their position as like rubber, 
which yields readily to any pressure 
brought to bear on it, but which changes 
immediately into the original state once 
that pressure is removed.

Anothe 
thing twas -the initiation «£ street pavil) 
enough money;, having been availnllle in 
the last montrw of the .your to make 
beginning on- 1'Virt. Street In rcgatU to 
local improvein<?nts the Mayor, as he 
hod done at the Victoria " West meeting 
on Sutorday, afivocatcd amendment; to 
the Municipal act, so thafr«Uie city when 
undertaking local improv^nents cotihl 
borrow -the money for the work on the 
property benefited .and could pay by in- 
stalments an ten years instead of taking 
the money out of one year's revenue in 
a lump sum. By. reason of-.ihe surplus 
of the y.-nr money had boon secured 
for paving si couple of blocks on For 
street sind'he believed that thi« beginiiin; 
was a good thing, and when -the peopl 
saw tin- result they •would wane more of 
it. The Mayor .pointed out Chat while 
(He improvement of the streets was very 
desirable, it nauld not be done without 
money aiad they must remember that 
with only '^SOffjOO to do this not much 
could be accomplished. The so«w rental 
by-law, which he 'had Initiated toisecurc 
Sidney for estbnfling the sewer K>'«te m i 
was referred to. lit. Redfern's time did 
not allow him to go into ofiier civic mat- 
ters and he closed by saying 'he wouli 
refer to these at other meetings. 

Mr. Walter Morris, the other mayor- 
alty candidate, said ho wni in favor of 
municipal reform, including moral re- 
form. That was a clean-cut issue nnd 
vital question that affeeted every person 
in the city. If elected he would do who! 
lie could to improve the streets, which j 
were u disgrace to the city. It, was all 
very well for men at the end of a session 
of the council to say what they w«re go- 
ing to do. but why on earth had they not 
done it alfendy. New blood was needed 
in the connieil. He believed in continu- 
ity of policy for the aldermen but not for 
mayor. If lie was put in he would see 
that they got Koine good water, for the 
waterworks should have been finished 
long ago. lie 1i*l connection with capi- 
talists who had upwards of £1,000,000 
sterling to invest in this community. 
What was needed whs more work for 
the workiugman and to get more people 
hero. He was not an extreme man, Mr. 
Morris said. but. he was a strong man. 

Mr. KM Harrison, candidate for the 
Centre ward, read an address which pro- 
mised that Jic? would do his host for the 
city. He believed in patronizing- home 
industries nnd took exception to the city 
having got the iMtnUic street Bigns from 



the East instead- of having them, made 
here. He approved of day labor as far 
as consistent and also advocated harbor 
improvements, street improvements, a 
curfew law for- children. 

Aid. P« a MacGregbr, who is again a 
candidate in Centre ward, maiJe a brief 
speech saying lie would find another op- 
portunity of giving his views. He spoke 
strongly in favor of permanent street 
improvements, a permanent roadway 
across James'Bay and furfner extension 
of the -electric fight system. Ho was 
generally speaking in favor of the plat- 
form of the Conunitlee of Fifty and he 
was glad to see t'he citizens taking the in- 
terest they-dltl 'in civic affairs. He ex- 
plained as to the street signs that jier- 
haps wooden s igns corjUl be pBrchasotl 
here cheaper, the metallic ones purchased 
were far -more; durable and similar to 
those in aise i n many other cities. 
Mr. Harrison rose to sny that Ire had 
ent in a galvanized iron sign to tin. 1 
ouncil four years ago that would last 
just as well sis the iron ones. 

Aid. SlacCfregor replied that lie had 
never heard of thin. 

Aid. Philips, of Central wnwd, cunie 
next, and referring to the waterworks 
maintained that before any more money 
was spent on them they should be thor- 
oughly testt.'d. That was the posit ion She 
would fake if he -was again elected. /.Lie 
believed in permanent streets nnd side- 
walks and indeed anything to improve 
the eity. He would, if elected, try to 
see ithnt the city's money wits spent 
economically. 

,\ld. R. T. Williams, of Central ward, 
had the next hearing. Others had -said 
what, they would do in the tfluture, but 
he «tooil on his record in the past. One 
of the first moves he made in the .coun- 
cil was in favor of a curfew law ami 
he weight claim to be the father of that 
hero. He had taken up the matter and 
had secured u reduction in the -price of 
post, office boxes ainl It was due to his 
calloig attention to the matter. 'He had 
supported day labor for the waterworks 
and had also drawn attention In the 
necessity or consolidating part of the 
city debt. He bud taken tip the ques- 
tion of closer railway connection with 
the Mainland and the committee 
'bad for the past year been 
deavoring to get this brought about. 'If 
• elected he would do everything he could 
for ' the city and especially in respect 
to close railway connection. 

Otfr, Alex. Stewart, candidate for 
?OeDtral ward, remarked while 'the conn 
cil were all in favor of improvements, 
the money had to be got first and that 
was in the hands of the ratepayers, not 
the? -council. He believed the most equit 
able mode of street, improvement was by 
the local improvement of the city. 
Something had to he .done if Victoria 
was to be as attractive as It should he 
lie wanted to see more' sewerage exten 
sion. The waterworks to-day. 'he Ibellev 
■c:d,-,<wero in far better condition than 
•some people imagined and the improv 
iments should be completed. He wanted 
.a .permanent roadway over James Bay 
iond closed with a promise tOidoithe best 
for- the city, if he was -elected. 
. J. L. BCCkwltn, North Ward .candidate 
for.. alderman, explained that •.when he .had 
.been asked to run bo first came out for 
Central ward, but that morning at .the .sol- 
a-nation oi many ol his friends he hud 
consented to nut for North want Instead, 
the ciiy wns nut In the coudltiou.lt might 
have been to-day, though lu; had not. nine 
to go .lino dentils, lio commended the 
olutior.ru of the Committee of Finy and was 
thoroughly la accord with the Idea of local 
uuproveuicnot. • . . , 

'.urs. Gordon ('.rant, candidate for school 
Livaatee, was given the next opportunity to 
speuK. Site had ottered hei-seti.as candidate 
because she was a woman, hum..' people 
thought that a woman's sphere should he 
wlthm the four walls of home. Site be- 
lieved In home first, hut a woman had to 
I0.uk outside, that Is if she wished to bring 
up her children properly, and one of the 
most important things in bringing up child- 
ren was to give them an education. .She 
thought that the record of women on .the 
school board had been satisfactory, .and 
ime reasoiuwhy a woman should be on .the 
board was because there was .a large .num- 
ber of women teachers. Site had served the 
city. as trustee nine months as the llrst 
woman trustee, and If again ejected .she 
would serve, them as faithfully hh she had 
done. before. 

Aid. Bragg, of North ward spoke shortly, 
saying that generally speaking the present 
council had Itft things In pretty good shape 
for the incoming one. lie only honed that 
the spirit which had been shown by organ- 
izing' .the Committee of Fifty should bring 
forth .good fruit. He bad at all times had 
the courage ef his convictions when he 
was Alderman, tand had done what he could 
for the city. 

Mr. Thomas Hrydon, another North ward 
candidate, speaking generally as a member 
of the comlttee«of fifty, practically auejpted 
the platform they had laid down. He fa- 
vored •continuity, of office and wanted more 
street Improvements, though the streets 
were nod so bluer as. some people were apt 
to paint them, IHo endorsed the idea of 
closer railway connection. 

Aid. Hutnber <tt North Ward had been 
chairman of the .cemetery committee, aad 
anyone r.-ho went out to tin; cemetery 
could not fall to see the improvements 
there. It was no snap, to be an alderman, 
to be blnckgunrdod by. people and to he 
given a blftck eye hff the,, papers. He would 
do the best for the ullty. if they chose him 
again. 

Aid. Kinsman, who Is out again for 
North ward, jokingly said- that people often 
raid ■ that nine count'll elected was worse 
than the former. That being the ease the 
Piling they tcould do was- to put the old 
council hack again so Hint' they would not 
hvve worse. The council .was abused for 



Sn Ontario -/nid and always taken -era Inter- 
est In the schools for the nine years he had 
lived in Victoria. He reminded tile audi- 
ence that it wan at Jils suggestion that the 
children South Park school have got 
their pla v v ground at the park.

The Civil Lmw Cannot. Alone Accom- 
plish Moral -Reform.. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell, last Sunday evening, 
proaclied from Gen. *:9: "And the Lord 
saifi unto Oaln, when- .Is Abel, thy brother? 
"And ho said, I know not. Am 
I iny brother's keeper? He explained 
in the light of gospel truth, "Who Is my 
neighbor? Who Is my brother?" and dwelt 
at considerable length on man's responsl-. 
blllty to'God for hlslbrother man. The leaf 
Ifhat flutters on the twig of an oak dree 
Is not icon" Intlniatilly connected with every 
ypurt of the Wee uhau every man Is with 
every member of Qio great family of man. 
lie emphasized the duty of Christians to 
send tile gospel to those who have It "not, 
and to encourage everything which has 
for its object the elevation of character, 
the betterment of society, and the amelior- 
ation of the world. In conclusion reference 
was made to the moral reform qUestlbn 
which' he Said hud received much attention 
recently. Those who were at the -public 
meeting on Wednesday evening must know 
what his views are In relation to enforcing 
the laws on the' Statute books. But the 
civil law, however wisely framed and 
faithfully administered, will not accomplish 
the moral reform of the social evil aimed 
at. If the reform Is ever brought about. 
It must be by lite power or the gospel, and 
not by the arm of the law. When the wo- 
man taken in sill was brought before 
Jesus. His sentence was not "$!)0 or three 
months." He did not .call In the" law of 
Moses," the civil law, good as It Is in Its 
place, and we could not do without it. 
but Ho said, ''Neither do' I condemn thee." 
that is. pass on thee' judicial sentence, "go 
and sin no more." If the world Is ever 
reformed in this behalf. It will be by the 
power of the love represented by Him of 
Whom it Is said: "A bruised reed he shall 
not break, and smoking tlax he shall not 
qui neb." He .further said that while some 
were hardened In a life of shame, no doubt 
many would like to escape from their life 
of dPgradaUon, and reform, for not of few 
of I hem were Intelligent, talented, edu- 
cated, and In their early childhood were 
surrounded bv good Influences, and Christ- 
ians should give them every encouragement 
and help to reform. Women's societies 
should wisely and In the spirit of Christ 
do more" in ' Victoria and elsewhere than 
they' have "hitherto done. 

"Some expect, me," said Dr. Campbell, 
to refer to the candidates for 
municipal lienors I do not In- 
tend to do that, for the p'uipit Is too 
sacred to be lowered to the level of a 
political platform. All I would say Is, elect 
the men you consider the best qualified 
on the whole to govern the city.
